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BOARD    OF   ADJUSTMENT 

During  the  year  1984  this  board  heard  twenty-one  cases. 
We  had  twelv^e  requests  for  Special  Exceptions  of  which  all 
were  granted,  the  applicants  having  met  all  of  the  require- 
ments for  a  Special  Exception.    Some  of  these  requests  were 
for  home  operated  businesses,  but  the  majority  were  for  the 
construction  of  apartment  complexes  and  duplex  dwellings.   As 
the  Town  of  Sandown  is  zoned  residential  and  even  though 
apartments  and  duplexes  are  residential,  they  are  of  a 
commercial  nature  and  therefore  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  a 
Special  Exception  to  comply  with  the  zoning  ordinance.   A 
total  of  eight  Variances  were  heard.   Of  these  only  one  was 
denied.   Some  of  these  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  to  have  not 
granted  them  would  have  been  an  injustice.   One  of  these  was 
quite  controversial  and  caused  the  applicant  a  great  deal  of 
anguish,  through  no  fault  of  his  own.   This  was  in  regard  to 
property  that  was  sold  with  insufficient  frontage  on  a  town 
or  state  road.   However,  as  the  property  had  more  than  enough 
area  required  for  a  buildable  lot,  the  variance  was  granted. 
The  board  also  heard  an  Appeal  to  an  Administrative  Decision. 
This  appeal  was  later  withdrawn  however,  as  an  amicable  agree- 
ment was  reached  by  both  parties. 

During  the  year  Fred  Cote  and  Mrs.  Sharon  Westcott  tendered 
their  resignations  which  were  regretably  accepted.   Our 
chairman  Tim  Morrill  also  resigned  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  stating  that  he  wished  to  devote  more  time  and  energy  to 
the  Planning  Board  of  which  he  is  also  a  member.   Tim  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  brought  many  changes  to 
this  board.   These  changes  ensured  that  the  board  would  con- 
tinue to  operate  in  a  knowledgeable  and  efficient  manner. 
One  of  these  was  a  new  format  for  application  forms.   The 
board  will  most  certainly  miss  his  expertise  as  we  sit  on 
cases  in  1985.   Mr.  Mitch  Allore  was  elected  chairman  to  take 
Tims  chair. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  now  consists  of  Mr.  Allore, 
chairman,  Mrs.  Pamela  Elkins,  vice-chairman,  Mr.  John  Roe, 
Mr.  Steven  Holland  and  Jim  Tammany,  Secretary.   Our  alter- 
nates are  Mrs.  Roe,  Mr.  Daniel  Elkins  and  Amelia  leiss.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Fire  Department. 
Although  the  number  ^of  actual  fire  calls  has  not  increased 
much,  the  calls  for  inspections  of  oil  burners  and  wood  stoves 
have  kept  us  busy.   Some  of  our  goals  for  1984  were  to  update 
our  Breathing  Equipment  and  to  start  a  numbering  system  for 
the  whole  town.   The  Breathing  Equipment  project  has  been 
completed.   Six  of  our  units  were  rebuilt  and  two  were  replaced 
with  new  ones.   Most  of  our  air  bottles  were  cleaned  and  tested 
and  we  also  were  able  to  purchase  six  new  bottles  to  add  to 
our  air  supply.   I  feel  much  more  comfortable  with  our  new 
and  updated  equipment  now  and  feel  the  safety  of  the  men  has 
been  greatly  improved.   The  street  numbering  project  was 
started  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  is  very 
near  completion  at  this  time.   I  thank  Mr.  Melanson  for  all 
his  work  on  this  project.   Once  this  plan  is  in  place  and 
working  it  will  help  fire,  rescue,  and  police  personnel  locate 
the  homes  of  people  who  have  called  for  our  services. 

In  the  year  of  1985  the  department  is  hoping  to  update 
our  fire  and  emergency  call  system.   This  project  will  consist 
of  a  professional  dispatcher  answering  all  calls  twenty-four 
hours  a  day.   A  tone  out  system  with  pocket  pagers  for  all  fire 
and  rescue  personnel  will  assure  a  better  turn  out  for  all  calls, 
This  system  will  be  costly  to  get  started  but  is  really 
needed  and  your  support  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  members 
of  the  department. 

With  so  many  homes  being  built  and  most  of  them  with 
wood  stoves,  I  would  like  to  remind  home  owners  to  keep  a 
close  check  on  installation  a.nd  upkeep  of  stoves  and  chinmeys. 
The  fire  department  is  always  glad  to  take  a  look  at  your 
stove  installation  and  offer  advice  if  you  would  like. 

This  being  a  strictly  volunteer  fire  department  without 
pay,  and  requiring  a  lot  of  time  with  training  and  actual 
calls,  demands  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  dedication  to  make 
it  a  smooth  working  department.   I  personally  thank  all  of 
the  officers  and  firefighters  that  make  up  this  department 
and  make  my  job  as  chief  so  enjoyable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our 
State  Legislature  90  years  ago.   This  early  law  set  in  place 
a  cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort 
between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.   It 
simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the 
ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of 
the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.   This  law  also  stated  that 
anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be 
liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that 
it  has  remained  unchanged.   All  open  fires  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.   Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire 
suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  signi- 
ficantly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire 
loss  record.

The  year  1984  was  very  quiet  as  far  as  forest  fires 
were  concerned  in  Sandown.   However,  checking  for  smokes 
reported  by . the  lookout  towers  and  the  issuing  of  burning 
permits  keeps  the  Warden  and  his  deputies  busy. 

Raymond  S.  Bassett,  who  has  served  Sandown  as  Forest  Fire 
Warden  for  over  30  years  and  as  Deputy  Warden  before  that  has 
decided  to  retire  at  the  end  of  his  appointment  in  1984. 
Ray's  retirement  as  Warden  will  certainly  be  felt  by  the  depart- 
ment and  by  me  especially.   I  know  the  time  Ray  has  put  into 
this  job  will  soon  be  realized  as  I  have  been  appointed  the 
new  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  the  Deputies  have  t-o  fill  the  void. 
I  think  I  can  speak  for  all  of  us  in  the  Fire  Service  and  a 
lot  of  town  people  in  saying  thank  you  Ray  for  all  of  your 
dedicated  years  of  service  to  Sandown. 

Do  not  forget:   Permits  are  needed  for  any  outside  burning 
unless  there  is  snow  covering  the  ground.   For  permits  or  more 
information  please  call  887-4659  or  887-3967.

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  also  operates  a 
Self-Care  Program  for  the  Elderly  in  conjunction  with  the 
Occupational  Therapy  Department  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.   The  purpose  of  this  progra.m  is  to  enable  the 
elderly  to  stay  in  their  home  setting  as  well  as  to  maintain 
a  quality  of  life  and  independent  status  within  their 
community.

The  Sandown  rescue  squad  has  responded  to  94  rescue 
and  fire  calls  this  past  year.   Each  year  the  calls  go  up 
and  we  expect  with  the  growth  rate  of  the  town  the  calls 
will  continue  to  rise. 

The  rescue  squad  will  do  it's  best  to  provide  24 
hour  coverage  as  we've  always  done  in  the  past.   Each  year 
the  squad  tries  to  update  and  to  purchase  new  equipment 
to  hetter  aide  the  town  and  people  in  whatever  emergency 
that  may  arise. 

The  paging  system  that  we  now  have  also  enables 
members  of  the  squad  that  are  not  by  their  phones  to  get 
to  the  calls  through  our  paging  system.   So  all  the  way 
around  we  are  trying  to  work  with  a  better  way  to  serve 
the  town. 

We  presently  have  9  active  members,  7  of  which  are 
nationally  registered  EMTs.   We  all  try  to  attend  seminars 
throughout  the  year  to  further  our  training.   We  also 
train  once  to  twice  a  month  at  the  fire  station  on 
various  types  of  emergencies.   We  do  a  lot  of  hands  on 
practice  and  we  also  invite  professionals  in  to  talk  to 
us  on  various  subjects  in  the  field. 

The  squad  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  has  supported 
the  squad  financial  and  other  wise.   We  hope  you  will 
continue  to  support  the  squad  and  the  work  we  do.

After  several  months  of  discussion,  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee 
recommends  that  the  Town  of  Sandown  grant  a  15  year  cable 
television  franchise  to  Continental  Cablevision. 

Our  recommendation  is  based  on  several  factors: 

o  Harron  Cablevision  has  shown  little  or  no  interest  in 
meeting  with  the  Committee  or  otherwise  persuing  the 
franchise.   We  feel  that  such  lack  of  interest  would 
translate  to  poor  service  to  our  town. 

o  Continental,  represented  by  Dick  Cote,  has  been  in  constant 
contact  with  the  Committee,  met  with  us  several  times, 
provided  tours  of  facilities  and  answered  many  questions. 

o  Our  community  will  be  served  by  the  same  system  serving 
other  communities  in  the  area,  Plaistow,  Hampstead  and 
Danville . 

o  The  Proposed  agreement  includes  provisions  that  all  of 
Sandown,  as  currently  mapped,  would  receive  cable.   (As  of 
1/15  Harrow  had  not  responded  to  our  request  for  service 
density) 

o  Sandown  will  have  access  to  programming  produced  at  all 
schools  in  the  Timberlane  District. 

o  As  a  Company,  Continental  appears  to  be  a  more  stable 

Company,  currently  the  8th  largest  Cable  Television  Company 
in  the  country. 

o  We  feel  that  the  interests  of  the  town  will  best  be  served 
by  a  company  with  the  local  representation  and  reputation  of 

Continental . 

The  Committee  will  remain  available  to  the  town  until  such  time 
as  the  final  franchise  agreement  is  implemented.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1984  has  been  a  busy  year  and  indications  are  that 
future  years  will  be  little  different. 

The  growth  of  the  town  has  imposed  a  signif igantly 
increased  burden  on  the  task  of  property  valuation  and 
record  changing.   We  believe  consideration  should  be 
given  to  hiring  a  qualified  individual  to  serve  as 
a  town  assessor. 

As  a  result  of  state  clarification  of  financial 
record  keeping  rules,  the  selectmen's  aide  must  now 
perform  work  once  done  by  the  treasurer.   Added  work- 
load such  as  this  and  requirements  to  seek  a  new  waste 
disposal  arrangement  suggest  serious  consideration 
be  given  to  obtaining  a  professional  administrative  assistant, 
(probably  part  time). 

As  an  aid  in  reducing  the  record  keeping  task 
and  a  possible  reduction  in  increases  of  data  processing 
costs,  additional  consideration  will  be  given  to  obtaining 
a  town  owned  computer. 

The  road  situation  continues  to  he  a  concern.   V/hile 
plans  are  being  formulated  for  road  improvement  pro- 
posals, certain  roads  have  been  seasonally  posted  to 
reduce  further  deterioration. 

Since  town  business  is  best  accomplished  through 
town  residents,  we  again  appeal  for  greater  citizen 
interest  and  participation  in  the  various  town  boards, 
many  of  which' are  in  need  of  members  and/or  alternates.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Town  has  continued  to  grow  placing  greater  demands 
on  officers  and  equipment.   In  1984,  the  department  found 
they  were  unable  to  meet  the  demands  with  the  budget  approved 
for  them  in  1984.   Police  officers  have  additionally  donated 
their  on-call  time  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  calls  received  from 
residents  to  the  Department.   The  increased  patrol  hours 
budgeted  in  1984  allowed  a,  greater  visability  factor  and 
helped  defray  the  hours  worked  without  pay. 

A  First  Generation  Work  Processor  was  added  to  the 
police  equipment  inventory.   This  was  donated  to  the  Department 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town.   The  officers,  themselves,  purchased 
a  radar  unit  for  the  Department  after  we  were  unable  to  ma.tch 
a  Federal  Grant  due  to  lack  of  funds  in  the  Police  Department 
budget.   The  new  Grown  Victoria  is  on-line  and  has  logged 
nearly  30,000  miles  since  July. 

Police  officers  in  1984  attended  additional  training 
beyond  the  required  State  Gertif ica.tion.   Courses  have  been 
completed  providing  the  community  with  a  Certified  Police 
Prosecutor,  Certified  Juvenile  Prosecutor,  Certified  Radar 
Operators  and  Certified  Intoximiter  3000  Operator.   All 
courses  taken  by  the  officers  are  done  at  their  own  expense 
in  cases  where  there  is  a  fee  and  without  hourly  compensa- 
tion from  the  Town. 

The  Police  Department  budget  I  am  requesting  shows  a 
marked  increase  over  last  year's  budget.   The  amount  approved 
by  the  Sandown  Budget  Committee  is  not  enough  for  1985.   In 
order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  residents,  the  officers  must 
be  paid  for  the  hours  they  work.   Realistic  funding  must  be 
made  for  maintenance,  gasoline,  telephone  and  equipment.   By 
not  properly  funding,  it  pla.ces  the  Town  in  jeopardy.   When 
expenses  occur  beyond  the  anticipated  projections,  funds  ave 
taken  from  the  salary  line  of  the  budget.   The  $59,000  I 
originally  requested  will  allow  the  exoenses  of  the  Department 
to  be  met  as  well  a.s  the  officers  being  paid  for  the  hours 
they  work. 

The  Town  is  fortuna.te  in  that  the  officers  who  currently 
ser^.ed  are  the  best  trained  and  qualified  officers  in  the 
history  of  the  Town.
